Rich and poor, particularly 
the poor, are sure to find their lives nee 
by more than one ray of happiness before this 
day isdone. Charity has been more generous 
than ever before, say those who are devoted 
to the task of Nighten the burdens of the 
lowly. In the public institutions Christmas 
dinners are to be followed by festivities of all 
sorta and in hospitals and other institutions 
the day comes with a promise of good cheer. 


Charitable Spirit Is General. 


Sherman C. Kingsley, superintendent of 
the United Charities, was enthusiastic last 
night over the prospect of a happy Christmas 
for the abject poor of the city. ' 

“Tt will be’ the finest Christmas the city 
poor.ever saw,’’ he said. ‘‘ Our workers have 
been called on as never before to supply 
names and addresses of families for those 
who wish to provide for them. We have 
worked day and night to bring togethes the 
givers and those to whom they wished to 
give. Every family om our lists—and that 
means practically every poor family in the 
city—will have something for Christmas this 
year. That means much when it is remem- 
bered that some families have not had a 
Christmas for many dreary years.” 

At the county and detention hospitals and 
at the institution at Dunning Christmas 
cheer will be distributed today in the form of 
dinners and vaudeville entertainments. All 
the patients at the courity hospital who are 
able to leave their sickrooms will partake 
of a turkey dinner, and for those unable to 
make even the short journey to the dining 
rooms the nurses will carry trays laden with 
the season's dainties. 

Christmas Trees at Dunning. 

At Dunning there will be, in addition to 
the other festivities, a number of Christmas 
trees. All day yesterday the attendants 
were busy getting these trees in place, string- 
ing them with festoons of popcorn, and bur- 
dening their branches with presents. 

To those confined in the county jail and at 
the bridewell the monotony of imprisonment 
will be relieved, for at least one day, with 
the most bounteous Christmas dinners that 
can be provided. These dinners, with tur- 
key as the main delicacy, are to have all the 
‘‘fixin’s’’ usual with old time Christmas 
feasts. In addition a Christmas tree has

Packages contaiming cigars, 
tobacco, books, fruits, and a whole range of 
wether presents were turned over to Assistant 
Jailer James Sweeney, and he will distribute 
the gifts after the dinner. 

Dinner for Jail Inmates. 

At the jail dinner will be seated six pris- 
oners, who have been sentenced to iife im- 
prisonment on murder charges. Among. 
these will be Dr. Haldane Qieminson, who 
of all the prisoners seemed least happy yes- 
terday at the prospect of sharing the Christ- 
mas cheer to which the other inmates of the 
jail looked forward eagerly.

“Cripples and Newsboys Make Merry. 

There had been such a healthy sale of toys 
throughout. the day, however, that most of 
the venders had sold out their stocks before 
| the storm started. 

Dozens of cripples and mendicante, taking 
advantage of the storm and the generous 
spirit of the crowds, worked their way into 
the loop streets and did a thriving business. 
An armless man, sitting on the sidewalk at 
Madison street and Wabash avenue, reaped 
a small fortune from the sale of pencils. 

Not the least of those who profited by the

Crowds in Loop Biggest of Season.

Dr. Cheney swore Mrs. Counselman 
was brought to his institution on Nov. 8, the 
day the divorce testimony was heard, was 
still there, and was not out of the building 
on Nov. 11, the day her registered letter was 
receipted for at Kenosha.

Says Counselman Visited Wife. 


Dr. W. G. Stearns, who treated Mrs. Coun- 
selman at various times, wascalied next. He 
testified to having the patient under his per- 
sonal care and observation from the spring 
of 1902 until the fal! of 1908, and said her hus- 
band visited her occasionally, and that while 
she sometimes greeted him in friendly fash- 
ion she frequently repulsed him. 

Dr. Stearns testified that he received com- 
munications from Counselman while the lat- 
ter’s wife was under his care, described the 
various forms of insanity, and closed his di- 
rect examination by declaring the woman 
was insane when she quit his care and was 
still mentally irresponsible. 

On cross examination the witness admitted 
writing Counselman on July 20, 1902, stating 
that his wife ’’ appeared recovered, but advis- 
ing against getting her excited or she would 
repeat suicidal tendencies."" He also said 
remittances had been made both by Counse}- 
man @nd the patient’s mother, Mrs. George 
H. Kettelle. 

Dr. George F. Adams, joint manager of the 
Pennoyer sanitarium at Kenosha, proved a 
damaging witness for Counselman. He iden- 
tified a number of letters that passed between 
them calculated to prove Counselman knew 
the mental state of his wife. 


“Commands” Return to Elgin. 


One letter which Dr. Adams identified as 
coming from Counselman bears date of July 
24, 1907, and is as follows: 

“Dear Sir: My wife, Lulu M. Counselman, 
has been in, your sanitarium for some time 
and against my will. I hereby command that 
she be returned to Elgin, where she wasesent 
by the court of the state of Illinois.”

“ Christmas away from the bridewell would 
not seem like Christmas, so please lock me 
up and send me out In the morning.”’ 

That was the strange plea of a woman who 
entered the Harrison street station last night 
as she approached Desk Sergeant O’Conner. 
The sergeant recognized the visitor as Rhoda 
Wegner, who for more than twenty years 
has been a denizen of the levee. 

“ Lady” Wegner, as she Is called by the 
habitués of Clark street, has been to the 
house of correction more times than any 
other prisoner, male or female, tn the history 
of the Chicago police. 

She was released Wednesday after serving 
a thirty days’ sentence, and Thursday night 
she again was a prisoner at the Harrison 
street station. When arraigned before Judge 
Fake in the Municipal court yesterday morn- 
ing the judge let her sign her own bond and 
continued the case until Monday that she 
might spend Christmas outside the penal in- 
stitution.

Belmore Brown in the main confirms Prof. 
Parker, and says also that in Dr. Cook’s book 
there is not one date given from the time 
he left the Chulitna river. This makes intel- 
ligent criticism impossible, he declares. 

He asserts further that he never saw Dr. 
Cook make a single aneroid barometer read- 
ing during the whole trip. Confirming a 
charge that has previously been made, he 
gays Dr. Cook was known to be in serious 
financial strmits ‘and would have had great 
difficulty in getting out of Alaska if he had 
not reported that he attained the summit of 
Mount McKinley. 


Climbing Rope Destroyed. 

Brown fortifies his charges with the dec- 
laration that Cook and Barrill had no ice 
creepers. and that. though Dr. Cook after- 
ward told Prof. Parker that he (Cook) and 
Barrill were roped together every foot of the 
last stages, Prof. Parker and Brown both re- 
membered that they destroyed the climbing 
rope. as defective before they quit the ex- 
pedition. Furthermore, in none of the pic- 
tures published in Dr. Cook’s book does a 
climbing rope appear. 

Brown and Sheldon also report that vari-

General Fights with Pistol. ; 
Chamorro, who looks like a fypical North 
American regular trooper, fought with fren- 
zied vigor personally, using a pistol. Diag 
also disdained to take to cover. He walked 
erect amid a hail of bullets, directing the 
fire of his men, who, however, he insisted 
should keep under cover whenever possible. 
When one soldier, aroused by the example 
of his commander, fought on his feet Diaz 
turned his pistol upon the man and com- 
manded him to get behind a stump. The sol- 


the general himself constantly exposed to 
the enemy’s fire. 

Chamorro swore cheerfully when his troop- 
ers exposed themselves and. good naturedly 
pushed them behind the cover of stump and 
tangled underbrush. He was in active com- 
mand, Estrada having merely laid out the 
general plan of battle. 

But for the timely arrival of Gen. Mena 
it is quite possible that the outcome of the 
battle would have been wholly different. In- 
deed at one time the position of the insur- 
gents’ was desperate.; Mena had moved up 
the Rama river, but his 600 men were weak 
from the subsequent march and failed to ef- 
fect the expected junction with the other 
armies of the insutgente when the assault 
began. They encountered roads knee deep 
with red clay and overgrown with tropical 
plants, through which they cut a way with 
their machetes, but their progress was slow. 


-Sends Appeal for Relief. 

Chamorro became uneasy and dispatched a 
messenger with this urgent command: 
** Come quickly or the day goes against us!”’ 
And the day wae going against the provision- 
als. The enemy fell on every side, but Cha- 
morro discerned that at best he was but hold- 
ing his own. ‘ 

Mena realized t&e situation, and instead of 
satisfying himself by cutting off the possible 
retreat of the government troops pushed for- 
ward foran attack. How he and his 600 men 
got through the intervening two miles of 
brush the general has been unable since to 
explain. They seem to have scrambleg,so 
desperately that they failed to realize the 
obstacles before them. 

Over the field telephone Estrada was in- 
formed that the situation was despérate and 
that while his army was not defeated victory 
was not in sight. 

When the hour was darkest for the insur- 
gents cheers were heard in the distance; and 
Meng and his scratched and bleeding men 
emerged from the jungle into the half cleared 
plantation where the battle was waging. 


Charge Up a Hill. 

The reinforcing troops swept across the 
clearing to the rear of the engmy and charged 
the hill at a point where no machine guns had 
been placed. This was a signal for a general 
advance by the three armies of the insur- 
gents. They swept up the hill in the face of 
a furious fire. as 

Mena was the first to reach the summit. At 
his heels were his determined soldiers...

Certificates Must Accompany All 
Goods Coming In Under 
Special Duties.

Ottawa, Ont., Dec. 24.—[Special.]—To pro- | 
tect the special tariff rates which Canada 
gives to French and British trade from abuse 
by manufacturers of other nations, the Ca- 
nadian government published today new 
regulations to cover the importation of duti- | 
able merchandise from these countries. | 

Two regulations are announced. One pro- 
vides for the identification of merch 


imported under the British preferential rates; 


‘the other for identification of goods from | 


countries with which Canada has a trade | 
treaty or convention. In both cases the end 
sought is to prevent the manufacturers in 
one country from shipping their goods into 
a “ preferred country,” from which they can 
be sent under a false labe) into Canada at 
reduced tariff rates. 


Complaints 6n Trademarks. 

Complaints have been frequently made that 
German goods are brought into Canada bear- 
ing English trade marks, and at the British 
preferential rates of duty. When the new 
French treaty goes into effect a score of na- 
tions will offer a field for the operation of 
those manufacturers who seek this means of 
evading high tariffs. The new regulations pro- 
vide for certificates to accompany all goods 
coming in under the special tariffs, showing 
that the goods have been produced by “a 
substantial amount of labor” in the coun- 
try from which they are imported.

SPAIN SUFFERS BY FLOODS. 
Many Deaths and Large Destruction of 
Property Reported in North- 
west Provinces, 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 

MADRID, Dec. 24.—For three days the city 
has been almostNsolated telegraphically and 
telephonically, and postal] service has been 
almost completely suspended. A hurricane’ 
has been prevailing, accompanied by phe- 
nomenal rains. Rivers have overflowed their 
banks, causing disaster to an unusual! extent. 
Many deaths and immense desttruction—of 
property are reported. 

The northwestern provinces seem to have 
suffered the most, but the devastation is 
widespread. Hundreds of miles of railway 
tracks have been washed out and innumer- 
able bridges wrecked, crops ruined, and cat- 
tle drowned. 

Fifty houses at Ciudad Rodrigo collapsed 
and many fell in other places. A majority 
of the houses in the river valleys are partly 
submerged. One village is hidden under the 
water. Residents of many places have sought 
refuge in the trees and on the housetops. 

Similar conditions prevail in Portugal. It 
is reported that Oporto has suffered severely. 
The swolten current of the River Douro swept 
every vessel out of the harbor. Many per- 
sone have been killed and the destruction of 
property is tremendous. 

Tales of disaster come from so many dis- 
tricts;that it ls impossible to enumerate them. 
The total loss is incalculable.. The rain con- 
tinues, 


GUARD AGAINST A FINN REVOLT. 


Russian Authorities Taking Great 
Precautions Against Possible Up- 
rising at Helsingfors.

HELSINGFORS, Dec. 24—The Russian 
military authorities are taking great precau- 
tions to prevent a possibie revolt in Finland. 

An official warning hae been issued stat- 
ing that vessels or pedestrians on the ice 
must not approach within three hundred 
yards of the warships or the fortifications at 
Sveaborg. Any one invading the prohibited 
zone will be fired upon. 

The streets are patrolled at night by sol- 
diers and the residences of Russian officials 
are closely guarded.

‘* We would be pleased if you would coéper- 
ate with this department in not accepting 
those companies as sureties until we can. 
come to some equitable settlement in regard 
to our claim for repairs.”’ 

_“ The situation is simply this,’’ Mr. Keeney 
explained, ‘‘ we have had some disputes with 
these concerns over the payment for repairs 
to pavements laid by contractors who have 
failed. These disputes have continued for a 
year and a half, and until they are settled 
we do not think it right to accept any more 
surety bonds. I understand that they are 
reliable, and the disputes are legal.”’ 

Controller Wilson held the same view as 
Mr. Keeney. He did not say, however, what 
action his department would take:'in the 
matter. 


Plumbers’ Ordinance Ready. 


The board of examining plumbers has pre- 
pared an ordinance, which will be introduced 
at the next meeting of the council, requiring 
all plumbers to display on their signe the 
number of their license. They must use their 
license number On all stationery and also dis- 
play it prominently on their windows or doors 
or upon the signs over their shops.

Husband Sues for Separation 
from Daughter of Al Adams. 


TALE OF DRINKING. 


TELLS 


Admits Non-Support, but Says She 
Promised to Pay Bills, 


New York, Dec, 24.—[Special ]}—Jamee N. 
Gallatin, better known as “ Jack ’’ Gallatin, 
filed his answer in the county clerk’s office 
today to the suit for separation brought by 
his wife, Ida Adams Gallatin, daughter of 
the late Al Adams, the policy king. Mya. Gal- 
latin is suing on the ground that herhusband 
has failed to support her. Gallatin admits 
this in his answer, but asks for a separation 
himself. 

Gallatin says he married Ida Adams at 
Providence, R. I., on July 13, 1907, and de- 
clares that their married life has been stormy 
ever since. 
her that he was out of employment and 
couldn’t contribute anything to the house- 
hold expenses.’ He says his wife told him 
she would pay all the bills, This agreement 
was to continue until he got a job, he says. 

The defendant says that later he and his 
wife traveled extensively in this country and 
in Burope, Mrs. Gallatin paying all the bills. 
While in Europe, he says, she persisted in 
drinking to excess, and as a result suffered 
continually from nervous prostration. Her 
condition was such that he had to sit up 
nights with her, and he was in no shape to 
ask for a job, he said. He asserts his wife 
never asked him to provide for her. 


Accuses Wife of Cruelty. 

Gallatin declares his wife began to conduct 
herself cruelly and inhumanely toward him, 
and committed so many acts of violence 
that it was unsafe for him to live with her. 
One instance of her cruelty, Gallatin says, 
occurred in July, 1908, when they were en- 
tertaining a party of friends on a yacht at 
Shelter island. He says his wife got in such 
a drunken condition that she threw her outer 
clothing off and jumped overboard. It was 
with great difficulty that her other guests 
rescued her, he said. 

After they got Mrs. Gallatin dried out, the 
husband says, she declared that she wanted 
to swim on the cabin floor, and because he 
wouldn't Jet her do so, she threw a lighted 
lamp at him, 

Gallatin says that at a tea party they gave 
at the Hotel Prince George in this city on 
Jan. 81 last his wife drank to excess and tried 
to dance on a platform reserved for the 
musicians. When he tried to restrain her 
she flew into a violent rage, he said, and 
when finally ordered to her room by the 
manager of the hotel she slammed the door 
in his face. 


Says Dress Was Strange. 

On another occasion Gallatin says his wife 
wanted to goto a theater wearing a pink tea 
gown and a chain of amethysts around her 
wrist. He said she insisted this was the latest 
Paris fashion and insisted that her husband 
was drunk because he objected to the cos- 
tume. Once she slapped his face and hit him 
with a telephone receiver, he said. 

Gallatin alleges that while they were liv- 
ing at 87 East Twenty-seventh street last 
month his wife presented herself before ao 
party of their guests attired in nothing ex- 
cept a chemisette. Not long afterward when 
he was keeping an appointment to meet his 
wife, Gallatin says, she got there forty min- 
utes late and when he asked her what had 
detained her she said, ‘“* None of your d-—d 
business,’ and slapped his face. 


SANTA CLAUS FATALLY BURNED

Wisconsin Man Victim of Accident at 
a School Festival—Others Suffer 
Burns in Extinguishing Fire. 


Neenah, Wis., Dec. 24.—[Special, ]—Horace 
Clemans, aged 21 years, lies at his home in 
the country near hgre fatally burned as a 
result of jis clothes catching fire while he 
was impersonating Santa Claus at a school 
Christmas festival. 

Clemans’ clothing took fire through a light- 
ea candle which ignited the cotton used for 
snow, and the flames caught to the raveled 
rope beard with which he was disguised. 

The accident caused a panic and the school 
teacher and two others were burned slightly 
in extinguishing the fire. 


Girl “Santa” Seriously Burned.

MARK TWAIN'S DAUGHTERDIES 


Body of Miss Jean Clemens Found 
in Bathtub in Residence. 


LONG HAD BEEN AN INVALID. 


Aged Humorist Now Has NoClose Rela- 
tive in This Couutry. 


. Redding, Conn., Dec. 24.—[Special.]—Mark 
Twain's invalid daughter, Jean, died this 
morning while at the bath, bringing poignant 
grief at Christmas time to Stormfield, the 
country home of the great American humor- 
ist. She was his youngest daughter, endeared 
to him not only by long companionship but 
by her frail health. Her death leaves Mr. 
Clemens without kin ip this country to share 
his sorrow, for his surviving daughter, Clara, 
recently married to Gabrilowifsch, the Rus- 
sian planist, is now on her way to Europe. 

Dr. Ernest H. Smith, Mr. Clemens’ family 
physician, gaid the primary cause of Miss 
Clemens’ death was epilepsy and the second- 
ary cause drowning. The body was found in 
the bathtub with the head only partly sub- 
merged, and examination showed that the 
lungs contained little water. 

Miss Clemens had evinced physical weari- 
ness of late, probably induced by the excite- 
ment incident to her sister’s departure to 
Europe and the recent return of her father 
from Bermuda, But yesterday afternoon 
she rode her favorite horse to the postoffice 
to get the Christmas mail, and last night she 
cheerfully prepared a Christmas tree from 
which she had planned to distribute gifts to- 
morrow morning. 


Maid Finds Her Dead. 

On retiring she asked her maid to call her 
early. Accordingly, the maid, known in the 
family as “‘ Katie,”’ rapped on the door of 
her mistress’ room at 6:30 o'clock. When 
she asked Miss Clemens if she was ready to 
get up the latter replied: 

“* No; trot along, Katie; I am going to read 
awhile in bed. Come back in about an hour.” 

The maid went away, returning to the 
room a little after the hour had passed. This 
time she received no answer to her knock 
and, entering the room, saw Miss Clemens 
was not in bed. The door of the adjoining 
bathroom was open and the maid looked in. 
She found her mistress lying on her side in 
the tub. The maid called up Dr. Smith on 
the telephone. She also notified Alfred Bige- 
low Paine, a literary man, who has been 
assisting Mr. Clemens in the preparation of 
his autobiography. Then Katie went to Mr. 
Clemens’ room, where he was still asleep, 
awakened him, and told him of his daugh- 
ter’s condition. 

Dr. Smith reached the house from his home 
in Redding a few minutes later. With the 
help of the servants he took the body from 
the bathtub and worked over it for fully an 
hour striving to bring back some indication of 
life. Artificial respiration and every device 
the physician knew were resorted to with- 
out success. 


Father Bears Up Well. 

Mr. Smith said he was surprised at the for- 
titude with which Mr. Clemens, at his age, 
received the news of his daughter’s death. 
Although severely stricken by the shock, he 
bore up well, the physician said, and did not 
require medical attendance. About all that 
the father said at the timewas: 

“ Well, I am glad it happened in the house. 
I knew it was coming some day soon and was 
afraid it would come while she was on horse- 
pack and she would be mangled under the 
horse’s hoofs.” 

The body will be taken to Elmira tomor- 
row and the funeral will be held there on 
Sunday afternoon, Interment will be made 
at Elmira, the daughter’s body resting by 
that of her mother. It was said tonight that 
Mr. Clemens will not se able to leave here 
for the fiineral. His physicians discourage 
the unusual fatigue that he would neces- 
sarily undergo. 

Miss Clemens was 26 years old. Dr. Smith 
said today that she had been a sufferer of 

epilepsy since girlhood, and had been more 
or less of an invalid from this disease. Sev- 
eral times within the last few months she had 
had violem attacks of her disease.

‘*T bear absolutely no rancor toward my 
wife,’ Brokaw said today, “ and if she will 
promise to be good I will take her back in my 
arms. All I want. her to promise is that she 
will not accuse me of going with other 
women and will stop calling’ me names. If 
she makes that promise I will wish her a 
merry Christmas and a happy New Year.” 

Mrs. Brokaw was not present to hear her 
husband’s offer of reconciliation. A severe 
cold kept her housed today. But her coun- 
sel was disinclined to credit Mr. Brokaw’s 
sincerity. 

“If Mr. Brokaw means what he said,” 
commented Mr. Baldwin to thecourt, “ there 
ig no reason why they should not be recon- 
ciled, but I believe it is nothing more than a 
well planned scheme to create favor for the 
defendant,”’ 


Describes the Happy Week. 


At the resumption of the hearing today 
Brokaw was asked to describe the single 
week of wedded bliss. He was sick at the 
time, and quarrels and worry were not goud 
for him, he said. His physicians advised him 
not to see Mrs. Brokaw, but he insisted and 
won 

**I could not seem to get Mrs. Brokaw off 
my mind,” he explained, ‘and finally the 
doctors said she could visit me. I drove half 
loving and affectionate. Everything was 
lovely.” 

Brokaw’s lawyer did not press him regard- 
iug the quarrel that terminated his one 
bright week. Instead, Mr. McIntyre brought 
out denials that Brokaw ever set his serv- 
ants to spying on his wife or that he was 
jealous of her physicians. He never sus- 
pected, he said, that Mra. Brokaw would 
¢lope with one jof the doctors whose name 
has figured in the spit, because, said Brokaw, 
the doctor was t effeminate. He never 
heard his wife mention the name of Bunnie 
Wells, whose presence at a house party in 
Great Neck, L. L, precipitated the fina) es- 
trangement. He only knew that a man had 
siept in his bed—what man he could not find 
out. 


Grieved That Man Slept in His Bed. 


“I was deeply grieved,” testified Brokaw, 
“to learn that a man occupied my room 
when there were bachelor quarters upstairs. 
Nobody except myself ever had slept in my 
bed before. I had given orders that nobody 
should sleep in my private room, and Mrs. 
Brokaw knew it.’’ 

Brokaw described how close his room was 
to his wife’s and how he demanded the name 
of the man who occupied it. Brokaw then 
explained why he twice broke down the door 
of his wife’s private room. Every time he 
tried to talk confidentially with her, he said, 
he either found the door locked or there was 
a maid intheroom. Once, he admitted, these 
tactics drove him to exasperation, and the 
other time he feared his wife had ce ee 
suicide, | eat 

He denied that he ever spent $30,000 in one 
year on his wife. A better estimate, he said, 
would be $8,000. During their separation he 
directed his lawyer to pay her $150 a week. 
He denied that he ever spent $35,000 in jewels 
on her. 


Says She Called Necklace Paste, 


*“ The moet I ever paid,” he testified, “was 
$1,000 for her engagement ring.”’ 

“ Did you ever buy her any other jewelry?” 

“Yes, a necklace of pearls and emeralds 
to replace one of my mother’s she had been 
wearing. When I gave it to her she said 
it was paste and threw it in my face.” 

As proof that Mrs. Brokaw was mistaken 
about the gems being paste, her husband 
said, Mrs. Jimmie Martin afterward offered 
to buy the necklace. 

“Mrs. Martin,” he said, with an air of 
finality, “does not wear paste.” 


SNEAD CHARGE GRIM READING; 
GIRL’S RELATIVES ARRAIGNED. 


Mother’s Lawyer Declares Ocey User of 
Drugs—Evidence of Family Suicide 
Compact Said to Have Been Found. 


New York, Dec. 24.—Grewsome phraseol- 
ogy in the indictments against the Wardlaw 
sisters, charged with the murder of Ocey 
Snéad, was made public today in the arraign- 
ment of Mrs. Caroline W. Martin, the vic- 
tim’s mother, and Mrs. Mary Snead, an aunt, 
when they were recommitted to the Tombs 
for thirty days pending extradition to New 
Jersey, 

In the indictments against both it fs 
charged that they did “take the said Ocey 
Snead with both their hands and cast, throw, 
and push said Ocey Snead into ‘a certain 
bathtub where there was a great quantity 
of water, and by means of which said Ocey 
Snead was choked, suffocated, and drowned.” 

Was her own constant use of the hypo- 
dermic needle the cause of Ocey Snead's 
death? Col. Haire, counsel for Mrs. Martin, 
brought thi ” question to the fore today. 

Col. Hairé declareg he has evidence that 
Ocey Snead used druga, chiefly morphine, for 
nearly two years beforeshe died. The needle 
was used when she was seriously ill, and 
after that ite employment was constant, said 
the lawyer.

Stagg Unusually Active. 


“YT confess I am unusually active this 
year,”” he said. ‘‘It is because I feel the 
need of reforms now to be greater than ever 
before. The sessions undoubtedly will be 
thrilling, as there are so many conflicting 
ideas to be proposed. -Many of the sugges- 
tions appear to me to be formed on hasty 
judgment, such as the one advocating putting 
out of the game the player who commits a 
foul, no matter what the nature of it is.

The idea 
‘of removirig the penalty for incomplete forward 
passes, protecting the receiver of the throw from 
hard body checking, and allowing more than one

**Tt has been said consistently that all that has 
kept Michigan from coming into the fold is the 
obstinacy of the regents,’’ said one member of the 
athletic board. ‘‘ The students appear .to be 
strongly in favor of the return.

CRARLES A BALDWIN an / 


There is no Christmas cheer at 2447 Mil- 
lard avenue today. Charlies A. Baldwin, the 
oldest United States customs inspector in 
point of service, was buried from there yes- 
terday afternoon. He left his widow, Mrs. 
Florence M. Baldwin, and three children, 
Mrs. Helen Ward, Mrs. Alice Capron, and 
George 8S. Baldwin. 

For forty-seven years Mr. Baldwin was a 
feceral customs inspector. Prior to this he 
fought through the civil war. He enjoyed 
the distinction of having been discharged 
from the army by Abraham Lincoln. He had 
enlisted at the age of 16 years in Gen. Tom 
Osborne's infantry. While sick in a hospi- 
tal near Washington he was observed by 
the emancipator. 

‘““My boy, what are you doing here?’ said 
the president. “‘We have men enough to 
fight our battles. You are too young and 
ought to be at home.” 

Baldwin was discharged. He reéniisted 
with the Chicago board of trade battery and 
marched with Sherman to the sea. 
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old nobility, and little straight beck pews 
painted biue. 

From the tower we had a glorious view off 
over a thirty mile wide rich rolling valley, 
with many’ villages with houses of red tiled 
roofs and older houses with single roofs, and 
in between cornfields and tiny farms. Be- 
yond the valley rise the hills and beyond the 
higher mountains of the Roumanian frontier. 
The highest peak, 8,230 feet, we can see is in 
the Bucsecs range. 


Great Wall with Towers. 


In the great wall around the church aretwo 
strong towers which were used for storage 
vaults in times of siege. In one of them still 
remain the great chests in which bread was 
stored. The Turkish wars become real at 
these little fortified places of refuge. 

Back by other lanes to the opposite and 
newer part of the town, there is little of 
the picturesque to be seen. The interest in 
this respect cannot be compared with that 
of the Alféld villages. On the little shops the 
names are nearly all Magyar, but here they 
have a passion for biblical names, and Moses, 
Joseph, Andrew, Simon, and Peter are found 
over and over again. 

But the real business is in the hands of the 
Jews, who number over 350 and have a large 
synagogue. On beyond the little business 
quarter about the plaza are a few two and 
three story houses, and a pretty new normel 
school building for girls. 

There is about to be built out herea large 
museum which will be devoted exclusively to 
the ancient and modern culture of the Szek- 
lers. Much of the material is already gath- 
ered and inthe boys’ high school I was shown 
some remarkable costumes and fine collec- 
tions of ancient arms, which are of decided 
Asiatic form They also have some beautiful 
prehistoric bronze and copper. Recently 
there have been found near the town some 
pottery vessels which in form ang decoration 
so much resemble the earliest finds at Troy 
that they have commanded the attention of 
European archeologists, one from Berlin 
having been here last week to examine the 
collection. 

Two Factories in the Town. 

At the extreme edge of town are two fac- 
tories; the first is a private enterprise where 
linenis woven. Its manager is a German who 
speaks bad Magyar. They employ a thousand 
hands who receive Wages varying, from girls 
at $1.60 a week to men tailiors at $6 a week. 
The director's salary is $4,000 a year. But 
he is not nearly so big a man in the commu- 
nity as the director of the state tobacco fac- 
tory, just beyond the linen factory,; for, 
though he has a salary of less than $1,000, he 
is an official of Hungary. 

In fact, this tobacco director is so big a man 
he refused to see us, but sent his deputy to 
show us the plant. And a fine one it is. 
Several new three and four story buildings 
stand in a big garden with a high iron fence. 
At each end of the grounds is a large, mod- 
ern, good looking dwelling house, one for the 
director, one for the assistant director. The 
first hall we entered was long, light, clean. 
Here were 125 women of from 20 to 40 years 
of age, all making cigars and most of them 
were singing. Just above was a hall of the 
same dimensions where 125 girls of from 14 
to 20 years of age make 250,000 cigarets a 
day. They also were singing—not for our 
benefit, but because that is their custom; 
nor was it a concert; just each girl singing 
to please herself. 


Hours of Labor. 

The factory opens at 6in the morning, they 
stop for dinner at 12, resume at 1:30, and shut 
down at 5. Many of the girls live in town 
and go home for their dinner; those from out 
of town eat in a large clean hall specially 
provided for this purpose. Here is a large 
range for warming food, long tables, and the 
seats are boxes, with hinged covers, inside of 
whichthe girls keep their dinner baskets. The 
contents of the baskets include bread, pap- 
rika, beans, cabbage, and eggs; I name them 
in the order of their frequency. I have never 
seen a more mocel factory than this. 

But this is Hungary; asl write, long after 
midnight, the little gypsy band downstairs is 
working away, and the few officers, officials, 
and merchants of town are dreaming of 
riches and fame, and the freedom and great- 
ness of Hungary, perhaps; more likely it is 
no dream at all, just simply it is not time 
to go to bed.

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MRS. WARD DESCRIBES THE GENESIS OF 
‘*‘ROBERT ELSMERE.’’ 


HEN it was first announced that the 
complete uniform edition of Mrs. 
Humphry Ward's novels was to be 
published by Messrs. Houghton, 
Miffiin company, people in the book 

buginess rubbed their eyes and said, ** Are 
we dreaming? What does this mean? 
Houghton, Miffiln company have never pub- 
lished any of Mrs. Ward's books.”” Quite 
true, and that is probably the reason, aside 
from a handsome business arrangement for 


the author, that it was easy for them to get . 


the right to publish all her novels in one uni- 
form edition. Heretofore Macmillan and the 
Harpers had been her publishers; now she 
was going not only to another publisher but 
to another city. This arrangement was in 
the line of neutral ground. It was not one 
publisher trying to get more of his author 
but an entirely new element came into the 
question and secured the prize. 

Not only was this to be a new and uniform 
edition of Mrs. Ward's novels set forth in 
all the bravery of new type, fine paper, and 
acmirable illustrations, but introductions by 
the author were promised. Introductions of 
an autobiographical as well as a historical 
nature. : 

I have before me the advance proofs of the 
introduction to the first novel to be published 
in this edition, which, by nature of its posi- 
tion on the list of Mrs. Ward's works and ils 
enormous popularity, makes it the natural 
leader. Of course I mean “ Robert EKis- 
mere.” Of this introduction there are forty- 
four pages, not one of which the admirers of 
this epoch making book can afford to let go 
uuread. In it Mrs. Ward tells of its inception 
in her mind and of ite working out and final 
commitment to paper. In the ground that 
it covers it is quite autoblographical and ab- 
sortingly interesting. 

It is now twenty-one years since Robert 
Elsmere shook the orthodox world to its 
foundations, and during these years not far 
short of 1,000,000 copies of the book have 
been published in English speaking coun- 
tries. This does not include translations into 
foreign languages. And the sale is not dead 
yet. While “ Trilby " gathers dust on the 
circulating Ubrary shelves new editions of 
“Robert Hismere” are issued from the 
press. Within the last two years over aU0,- 
000 copies of a new and cheaper edition of 
this novel have been sold. 

In looking back over the years since its 
first publication, Mrs. Ward writes:

Ths Torlonias had nothing but trouble with the 
place, and were glad to get rid of it by sale to the late 
Don Enrico Ruspoli, who purchased it with his Amer-: 
ican wife’s money, and apent much more in restoring 
it and in equipping it with modern conveniences, com- 
forts and luxuries, and making it his principal home, 
In the waters of the lake are buried the. famous pleas- 
ure. galleya of Emperor Tiberius, schemes for the re- 
floating and recovery of which have for years occu~ 
pied the attention of the Italian government, and of 
archeologists from all parts of the world. 

In her endeavors to upset her late husband's will, 
Dona Eugenia Ruspoli will find arrayed dgainst her 
the entire Ruspoli family, with all their extensive con- 
nection, which is an extremely powerful combination, 
added to which the Italian tribunals naturally will be 
disposed to apply the strict letter of the law, since it 
favors their own country people at thé expense of a 
foreigner. Dona Eugenia, who hailed from Oakhill, 
Ga., and whose maiden name was Berry, brought to 
her second husband, Enrico Ruspoli, the big fortune 
bequeathed to her by her first husband, a wealthy 
tobacco grower of the south of the name,of Bruton. 

But she was disappointed when young Ruspoli re- 
signed from the diplomatic service and took up his 
residence at Rome te find that, contrary to what she 
had supposed, he was not a prince, and that she was 
not a princess—in fact, that she had no title at all, but 
merely an historic name. He was merely Don Enri¢to 
Ruspoli of the princely house of Ruspoli and it is only 
the head of the family, Don Alessandro, who is entitled 
to style himself Prince Ruspoli.- 

As she seems to have neglected to have her money 
mettled upon herself at the time of her marriage he be- 
eame the chief owner thereof, according to Italian law, 
so that he has been at liberty to dispose by will not 
only of the beautiful chateau and estate on Lake Nemi, 
which he purchased with her money in his own name, 
but to bequeath a considerable part of her cash to his 
two brothers and sister, the latter of whom is married 
to the French duc de Gramont.

Of course, this is unjust from an American point of 
view. But it is Italian law and the result of the 
former Mrs. Bruton being 80 infatuated with the em- 
bassy attaché at the time of her marriage that she 
neglected to adopt the ordinary precautions for the 
safeguarding of her pecuniary interests. As they were 
separated for some time prior to his death, the parting 
having been brought about through her disappoint- 
ment at failing to receive at Rome the honors, digni- 
ties, and social position to which she imagined she 


had become entitled by her marriage, it was only to | 


be expected that young Don Enrico left her as little 
as he could of her own money, which had become his 
when he led her to the altar. 

The Ruspolis trace their descent from the ancient 
Scotch house of Marischal, members of which entered 
the service of Emperor Frederick I. and came in his 
train to Italy, settling at Rome, at Bologna, and at 
Orvieto. One of them, Don Francis Mariscotti, mar- 
ried in 1652, Victoria Ruspoli, the last survivor of the 
Sienese house of Ruspoll, and obtained from the papacy 
the authority to adopt her name and her armorial 
bearings along with her vast possessions. From that 
time to this his descendants have passed from honor 
to honor. In fact, there is hardly a dignity in the gift 
of the vatican which they have not received, and the 
head of the house, Don Alessandro Ruspoll, ds the 
grand master of the Sacred Hospice and grand cham- 
berlain to the pope. 

It is him that those rare Americans who have been 
granted the honorary rank of chamberlain of the Cape 
and Sword are obliged on their arrival in Rome to 
notify of their presence in the Eternal City. There- 
upon they are invited by him to take part in any cere- 
monies occurring during their sojourn, arrayed in the 
picturesque costume of their office, designed by 
Michael Angelo, and which has never undergone any 
modification to this day. 
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No house of the Italian nobility has contracted a 


greater number of alliances with Americans than that 
of Ruspoli. Thus the late Don Emmanuel Ruspoll, 
who was for so many years mayor of:Rome, married 
Miss Josephine Curtis of New York, sister of the Mar- 
quis de Talleyrand-Perigord, and was so great an 
admirer of the United States that he gave the name of 
George Washington to one of his sons. 

His eldest son, Don Mario Ruspoll, who was attached 
for several years to the Italian embassy at Washington, 
is now stationed at Madrid, and married the marquis de 
Talleyrand’s daughter Palma, a woman haif American. 
Don Paolo Ruspoli married Miss Rosalie van Zandt of 
New York, and finally Don Camillo Ruspoli, who 
makes his.home in the old Falconieri palace at Rome, 
has as wife a half American in the person: of the 
daughter of Baron Albert Blanc, formerly Italian 
envoy at Washington, an@ of Miss Natalie Terry of 
New York. Some of the Ruspolis have marrtea mem- 
bers of the house of Bonaparte, others have contracted 
matrimonial alliances with the Bourbons, and one 
branch of the house forms part of the aristocracy of 
Spain.

Only two other clubs have received by patent 
permission to adopt the prefix of “Imperial” as well 
as the armorial bearings of the sovereign along with 
his crown, namely, the Imperial Yacht club and the 
Imperial Automobile club, of both of which organiza- 
tions the kaiser is an extremely active member.

ARE NEWSPAPERS SUBSIDIZED? 
[Charleston News and Couriler.} 

President Taft cleverly paved the way for -his 
Indorsement of ship subsidies by declaring that the 
government is paying an enormous subsidy to news- 
papers, magazines, and periodicals. He figures the 
amount as $63,000,000 per year. He also asserts that 
the rural free delivery causes a loss to the govérn- 
ment each year of $23;000,000. 

We do not know exactly who are subsidized by this 
rural free delivery loss unless it be the farmers of the 
country, who doubtless will stand aghast at the 
thought that they have been. the recipients of special 
favors from the goverament. However, it must be 
that they are subsidized, for there is the annual lose 
set forth in figures and some persons must be getting 
a rakeoff. If not, then it is absurd to Suppose that 
the newspapers are subsidized, The mere fact that 
the government loses $63,000,000 a year on secona 
class mail matter_is no sign really that anything is 
subsidized. It simply Shows, first, that ‘there ts 
extravagance in the administration of the postoffice 
department, and, second, that the second class mail 
privilege is being abused by certain people. It is 
doubtful if the ordinary newspapers are a burden to 
the department. The probability its that most of 
them could be circulated by private contract at a cost 
almost as cheap as that paid for the present service, 
and it must be recollected that the newspapers would 
then have the Sanenkanee,,| to demand railroad sched- 
ules to their Aiking.

roads. 

George H. Murphy, a real estate broker, 
bas been taking title to the various properties 
~ eonveyed, and while the Crane company was 
suspected of being interested in. the buying, 
this was denied by a representative of the 
company. 

Yesterday, however, a deed was recorded in 
which the Crane company appears as the 
purchaser of the Jewish synagogue property 
at the southeast corner of Canal and Lib- 
erty streets, 48x100 feet, for $31,000, and the 
company then admitted it was behind all the 
other purchases on Canal street which have 
erotised much interest in rea! estate circles. 

It was stated that the company had ac- 
quired all but two lots in the belt extending 
through to Fifteenth street, and that while 
no definite plans had yet been made regard- 
ing the improvement of the property, it was 
purchased as the site for an addition to the 
plant, the cost of which was likely to ap- 
proximate $1.000.000. It was intimated that 
the work of construction was likely to begin 
within a year. 

The present plant of the Crane company 
comprises several large buildings extending 


south from Twelfth street, and the company | 
is now completing a new malleable tron plant 


near Fifteenth and Canal streets which will 
cost in the neighborhood of $500,000. This is 
expected to be finished in the early spring.

values.

“gnen and section foremen who have reached 
the age of sixty-five may beretired. Those 
‘who have been in the service twenty years 
or who have become incapacitated aver 


forty years and his average pay for the 
last ten years was $75 per month, his pension 
allowance would be 40 per cent of $75, or 
$30 per month. However, no pension is to 
be less than $20 or more than per 
month. 

Announcement of the President. 

In the general notice announcing the plana 
President Mudge says in part: 

“The company feels that a time has ar- 
rived when some provision should be made 
“for employés who after years of faithful 
gervice have reached an age when they are 
unequal to the further performance of their 
duties. The system adopted calls for no 
contributions from the employ them- 
selves. The company hopes by thus vol- 
untarily establishing a system under which 
gn income will be assured to those who are, 
by age or infirmity, no longer ableto perform 
their duties, and without which they might 
be left without means of support, to build 
up among them a feeling of permanency in 
their employment, an enlarged interest in 
the company’s welfare, and a desire to re- 
main in and devote their best interests to 
the company’s service.” 

No regular sum is to be set apart as a 
pension fund, as on someroads. The amount 
required will be charged each month to 
operating expenses. The acceptance of a 
pension allowance does not debar a retired 
employé from engaging in any other busi- 
bess which is not prejudicial to the interest 
ef the road. 

Rules for Employing Men. 

In connection with the rules for the pen- 
sion system it is announced that no person 
inexperienced in railway work over thirty- 
five years of age shall be taken into service, 
and no experienced person over forty-five 
years of age, except in the discretion of 
the president for temporary service and 
where the gervice to be rendered requires 
professional or other special qualifications. 

The, pension, board, which will pass upon 
the eligibility of employés to receive pen- 
sion allowances, will have offices in Chicago 
and consists of: Fourth Vice President E. 
S. Moore, chairman; Second Vice Pres!- 
_ dent F. O. Melcher; General Manager W. S. 
Tinsman; General Superintendent of Motive 
Power W. A. Nettleton; and Controller 
Frank Nay. W. B. Ross, who has assisted 
Mr. Moore in the formation of the system, 
will be secretary of the board.
